Nkw York, Ang. 19.— R. Q. Don & 
Oompany't w«ekl7 reriew Mtgn: There 
in a rift in the clonds. Faint and yet 
definite signs of improvement are all 
the better 1)ecanse tliey come, nut 
from impos.sililo di-liisive hopes df from 
monetary foreign aid, but from the 
good senHe and the wonderful recnpera- 
tiy* power of the people themselves. 
BudneN It trying to go ahead withont 
waiting for Wachlngton. Imported 
gold, 90.000,000 Of more dnring the 
week, cV cs not go to the right spot, but 
the people are creating a homemade 
currency for themselves by using certi 
^ed checks in paving hauda, selling 
local aoooimti ana ptoroluudnf grain 
and cotton. 

The bank droalation has Increased 
12,000,000 bnt the decrease ott depoeite 
of national banks alone, May 4 to Jnly 
12, was |1«8,16»,0A8, and daring the 
past month withdrawals have also been 
heavy. LitUe money comes back as yet 
from timid hourda, and the paralysis of 
exchange is nearly a»> complete as ever, 
hot that very fact pushes each atotioo 
and city into relying more on itself and 
less on the government and on Wall 
street. Many concerns are failing or 
dosing but resumptioos are now liecom- 
ing somewhat frequent, and in the 
very shrinking of prodnction men see 
evidence that demand must soon over- 
take supply. 

No such shrinkage reatdted st any 
time in five weary years after the 
panic of 1878 as has already appeared 
in great industries. Pigiron does not 
rally, bnt sells at 914 here and |l» at 
Pittsburg for No. 1, though the weekly 
output has been reduced 46 per cent 
since May 1, bnt a few large iron and 
steel works are beginning to resnme 
operations. Thongh five have failed 
and 24 Btopi)ed during the week, 14 
have re4umed. Only a third of th« 
Connellsville coke ovens are at work, 
bnt coke at $1.W gives a better chance 
to iron manufactures. 

Sales of woolens in seven weeks have 
been only 17,575,600 ppnnds, against 
60,t»7,8»01aBt year and 87.4tM),bU0 in 
1891, and it is stated that 98,000 looms 
and 4,800,000 spiudkii in New England 
arc now idle, which means more than n 
quarter of the cotton spindles in the 
country, bat 85 cotton and woolen mills 
have resumed, while US have stopped 
and one failed during the week. Some 
what fewer concellations are mot in 
dress goods, and there is more buyin(< 
of fau woolens. Shipments of boot:* 
and shoes from Boston since the end of 
June have been 408.848 oases against 
572,845 last year, a decrease of 17 l-i 
per cent, bnt a little more demand for 
goods is now seen, and some factories 
near Boston and Philadelphia have re- 
•nmed. 

With snch shrinkage in the great in- 
dnstriesjt is only surprising that rail- 
road eaniings do not decline more, the 
decrease on roads reporting August 
business so far being 18 per cent. The 
decrease of 25 per cent in clearing out- 
side New. York last week and »0 uer 
cent this week, is only natural. A lit 
tie more money is now fonnd for ooni' 
mercial loans, and failures of banks 
have become both less important and 
less f reanent, thongh the greatest cau 
tion is snown in accommodations. 

The receivership for the Northern 
Pacific had become so folly discounted 
that it jHTOduced little effect in the stock 
market, though this is the third great 
railroad default tiiis year, and the ag- 
gregate stocks and bonds of the three 
roads amount to 8050,000,000. Prices of 
securitiee have yielded comparatively 
little, the average for railroad stocks 
beillg 148.02 against IkViM last week, 
anduading has been dull. Speculative 
msrkets have generally declined a frac- 
tion in BTOte of crop reports, which are 
not »olia enough to outweigh great 
stocks in sight. (Tottonfell a quarter 
of a cent with somewhat 1 etter reports 
of probable yield. 

Wheat drags near the lowest figure<> 
ever known, in spite of decrease in vis- 
ible supply, for though western receipts 
are not large, stock' on hand is far be- 
hind the power of speonlatists to carry, 
with money markets in their present 
condition. The movemsntof corn it 
decidedly large, with crop prospects im- 
proving. 

Late advices from Washington are 
not more encouraging in regard to 
Tl 



financial aotlon. The treasurv has 
been losing money rapidly, holdings 
«6.000,000 leM in gold, $1,700,000 less in 
silver, and 1900,000 less legal tenders in 
excess of outstanding oernflcates, than 
it held one we^k ago, while the new 
treasury note* outstanding have in 
creased $400,000. It is craning small 

fold as rapidly as possible, and issued 
1,600,000 additional bank notes dnring 
the first half of August, but has very 
limited power, because rapidly dimin- 
ishing receipts are no l<mger enough 
to cover the necessary disbursements. 

The New York elearinghonsehas now 
isstied $87,880,000 certificates and the 
Boston clearinghouse $11,800,000, but 
more important relief comes from the 
abatement of the drain upon savings 
banks, and of the demand noon other 
banks for currency to be used in pay 
ing hands in this and adjacent states. 
But tnis decrease in demaind is of itself 
evidonoe thatindnnUipa anA trade are 



preafly embarrassed, manv works 
hiiving stoi'iied and many nandH re- 
ceiving no wages. The more hopeful 
siffDa»rldch«^pecrs)|ioakl he intorpre 
tedlHth fuB andeMSding fiat a 
genuine revival of business can not be- 
gin until a large demand for goods and 
better conditions otherwise enable a 
greater proportion of the shops ami 
mills to employ and renomerate labor 
as usual. As vet the works closing ex- 
ceed in numoer those resuming, and 
the failures oontinne each week to re- 
strict the number of firms able to share 
in the employment of hands and the 
transaction of bnfiBesB. 

The failures this week namDer465in 
the United SUtes, against 198 for the 
same week last year, and 27 in Canada, 
against W last year. Of United States 
failoras 154 were In the eastern states, 
94 in sontiMm, and $17 in 
states and territories.

He Made a Donparsto nesUtanM Whan 

riaoed Vnder Arrest.

The Italian 
made an attempt to draw a stiletto 
and also to get rid of his coat by pa^.s 
ing it over to his o<mfederates. Conroy 
finally got his prisoner to the statiKu 
house. When searched over a quart oi 
bosms silver 10 cent piecer, quarters 
and half dollars was found in tht; 
pocket of his coat. 

POVERTY AND DISTRESS. 

Mr<. Miiry <i.iiiliii'r Kiuls Hit ■Siirroun b> 
Siilridp. 

Jeffeksonvii.lk, liul.. Aug. 19.- 
Mary Gardner of ('larks villecmunutte l 
suicide by jumping into her cisteru anJ 
drowning. Shortly afterward lut 
dan^hter, who had been absent, re- 
turned home, and not finding htx 
Hint her, looked all over the place aiul :it 
last discovered her in the cistern. 

The cause for Mrs. Gardner's action 
was that her husband is mrsteriously 
missing for the last three or four weeks 
and she was in bitter poverty ^vith sis 
children on her hands. It is believed 
that her husband committed suicide 
also, on account of having no work. 
Mrs. Gardner had showed no ninns oi 
despondency and her act is only ;ic- 
countable on the basis of poverty and 
grief on account of her missing huK- 
band. They had lived together very 
happily. hIi hough Mr. Gardner was 1:: 
years younger than his wife. 

Water Mid Oaa Oomblnad. 

. FoBTLAKD, Ind^ An:;. 19.— On the 
form of Michael Hoover of Penn town- 
ship is a combined gas and water well 
which is ouitea curiosity. The well 
was drilled about six montha ago t o n 
depth of 186 feet, and a good enpply oi 
water found. Shortly after the pump 
seemed to be. out of repair: the water 
came in jerks, and then stopped entire- 
ly. It then began to flow, and with it 
came gas. Now Mr. Hoover has a 
flowing w.iter and gas well. The gii.>i, 
when lighted, biirus to a height of Ave 
feet, and is sufficient, if separated from 
the water, to run two or three stoves. 
The water is clear and cold, and no 
taste of the gas can be detected. 

Uadljr ItamorallMd. 
CoLtniBUS, O., Aug. 19.— President 
John Nugent of the . Ohio Miners' asso- 
ciation says he ^aoed his resignation 
in the hands of the executive commit 
tee, ^en it was demanded by the 
miners when they heard of the wage 
agreement made by Nugent, but the 
committee refused to accept it. The 
whole committee, he says, would re- 
Bigu, but there is no person or board to 
resign to. It requires QO days after 
notmnations before' eleotions can be 
held. The whole organisation is badly 
demoralised over the wage qnestion. .

The inBtitute wan callod to order Friday 
morning by Huperintcndent, lilattennan 
at 8:45 o'clock. Afu-r niuHic and devo- 
tional exercises Sii|H'riiiteudent Hlatter- 
man read tiie late law on County Teat'h- 
era's Associations. The said association 
requires a ^'ice rrcHiilent for each niaj?- 
isterial district who shall hold at least 
ono meeting in said district diirinn the 
lirdt six nifiiitliH oi each scIkmiI year. 
Every teaclier shall attend the meeting? 
held in the district in wiiich they teach, 
and upon failure to do so shall teach an 
additional dav daring the school month 
following snun failare. Superintendent 
Blatterman appointed the following Vioe 
Presidents:
